Under his rcspon.-.ibltity for protection ol such Infor- 
mation thero Jiavo been csubllahed overall policies and detailed procedures 
for the appropriate dl.ssemlnatlon of information ami for lla protection in the 
executive branch of the Governmeat. Every request for infonnallon outside 
of the system desisned to servo the executive br.anch becomes a special jirob- 
■ lem rctiulrlnc specific determination by or on behalf of the Director. There- 
fore, all files, documents, records, and information (whether or not reduced 
to wrltlnc) in the offices of the Central Intelligence Accncy, includlnc the 
' several Acid offices, or acquired by any person as a result of service with or on 
behalf of the Apcncy. are to be resarded in the Arst Instance as ptoteeted 
Information, 

c. rOhICY. All persons arc hereby prohibited from dlscloslnc or usliu; protected 
Information for any purjsosc other than the performance of duties for or on 
behalf of the Accncy, unless the Director of Central Intclllscnco or his dcsljnca 
has authorized the disclosure or use as no: beinc contrary to the public Interest, 
When deemed advisable by the DIrec'.or, requests for protected Information 
will be referred to the National Security Council for a decision on disclosure. 

d. SUBTENA FOIt TDOTECTED I,VFOD:,:AT:ON ■ > 

(i) Any person who Is served with a subpen.a rcquirini: the disclosure of pro- 
tected Information to a court or the Congress shall promptly inform the 
General Counsel of the service of the subpena, the nature of the in- 
. formation souslit, and any circumstances which may bear upon the dc- 
", sirablllty of m.ahlnji available the Information, In order that the General 
Counsel may advise the Director. Any action In response to the subpena 
‘ shall bo ta'icen only in accordance with advice of the General Counsel. 
Disclosure may be authorized only by the Director or Deputy Director of 
Central intclllconce. 

. (3) If circumstances make It necessary for the Director to decline In the pub- 
lic Interest to furnish the Information, tlie person on whom the subpena 
is served (actlne la .nccordance with advice of the General Counsel) or 
the General Counsel or lUs designee will appear Jn answer thereto and 
I respectfully state, that he Is complying with spcclAc instructions of the 
‘ '.Director of Central Intelligence in refusing to furnish the Information 
requested.
